Visit to a Strange Island. 


Oshima, one of the largest of the 


islands* between the south coast of 
Japan and the east coast of Formosa, 
has lately been visited and partially 
described by Dr. L. Doderlein. It 
is subject to prolonged and violent 
typhoons. Besides what appear to 
je the aborigines, it is inhabited by 
the more robust and better propor- 
tioned Japanese. 
The former have 


a narrow face and pointed chin. 
Their eyes are large, their lips thin, 
and the bridge of the nose convex. 
All the body is protected with thick 
hair like that which distinguishes 
the Ainos. The language is a sort 
of Japanese dialect. Except some 
veneration paid to a departed rela- 
tive, the author could not find that 
they had any religion. Although 
the population is 50,000, there is 
not a priest or temple on the island. 
The customs differ greatly from 
those of the Ainos and the Japan- 
ese. A married woman in Japan 
slackens her teeth, tor example, the 
Oshima women do not. 
A woman 


among the Ainos has her lips tat- 
tooed; an Oshima girl, as soon as 
she is thirteen yeais old has hei 
hands tattooed from the wrists to 
the roots of the nails by experts, but 
the lips received no tattooing. The 
plague of the island is a snake call- 
ed "habu." It is amphibious, pur- 
suing eels in the streams and climb- 
ing trees to strike its prey on land 
\\ith equal facility. Death is inev- 
itable from its stroke unless the 
part affected be instantly cut out or 
the limb itself amputated. Villages 
have been abandoned where the 
babu prevails. The fauna ot the 
i,land is Loochoo in character gen- 
erally. No other traveler from the 
West has hitherto described Oahima.

Carp in California. 


{Stockton (Cal.) Independent. 


George Mosluer, who resides _on 


the Cherokee Lane, about sis miles 
from Stockton, has been engaged in 
the culture of carp for two years 
past. His iirst venture was the pur- 
chase of thirty yearling fish Irom 
Mr. Davis, of Russian River, and, 
of these, lie got seventeen home 
safely, the rest having died on the 
way. 
This was in January, and iu 


May hia pond was swarming with 
little fish; the increase being 5,300. 
ft is generally supposed that carp 
do not spawn until they are two 
years old. but Mr. Mushier bought 
his fish for yearlings and supposes 
tint was their age, as none were 
over 6 inches long. 
His pond is 70 


feet in diameter and U 1'eet deep, 
fed by a wind mill from the ordi- 
nary well water. He is now pre- 
paring a pond 550 feet long by 70 
broad, which will be divided into 
four sections, for keeping the fish of 
different ages separated. The carp 
does not eat its spawn or young 
when properly fed. Corn meal, 
shorts, bran, boiled cabbage, pota- 
toes and other vegetables it eats 
with avidity, and it also thrives on 
water-grasses, burr clover—and in 
in fact it eats everything a horse or 
a hog will feed on. The fish is a 
rapid grower, and at the age of o 
years some of Mr. Moshier's fish are 
20 inches long. It is a fine table 
fish, and the labcft of raising them 
for the market is very light and im- 
mensely popular.
